Thus 69% of the total number of towns 
representing 70% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 14,717 and 8,790 representing birth and 
death rates of 31 '4 and 18' 7 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) State* ( Parte A A 0). — The data here relate to 156 
towns with an estimated population of 19,942 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal could 
not bo inoluded. The total number of towns is 235 and their 
population Is 29,570 thousands. Thus 66% of the total 
number of towns representing 57% of the total population 
s covered. The numbers of births and deaths rooorded in 


these towns were 12,286 and 7,528 representing birth and death 
ratos of 32'0 and 19’6 per thousand of population 
respectively, 

Hathras in Uti ar Pradosh was the only town which had 
a hign death rate of 63 ' 7 por thousand of population and 
this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fevers 
and dysentery and diarrhoea. 

(E) States ( Part B ). — The data here relate so 
37 towns with an estimated population of 4,466 thousa nds 
The total number of towns is 46 aud their population is 5,194 
thousands. Thus 80% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 86% of the total population is oovered The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
2,431 aud 1,262 representing birth and death rates of 28 3 
aud 14 ' 7 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
